A project to create 210 
new homes and a 13-hec¬ 
tare public park for 
Towcester on the Wood 
Burcote Court Estate has 
been given the go-ahead.

Northampton South 
election candidates 
were grilled in a heated 
election debate at the 
home of Northampton 
Saints on Tuesday night. 

The Question Time 
style event, organised by 
St James Residents’ 
Association (SJRA), saw 
more than 130 residents 
pack the Legends Suite at 
Franklins Gardens to 
quiz six candidates 
vying to become the next 
MPs in Northampton 
South. 

The candidates - David 
Mackintosh (Conser¬ 
vative), Kevin McKeever 
(Labour), Sadik Chaud¬ 
hury (Lib Dems), Rose 
Gibbins (UKIP), Julie 
Hawkins (Greens) and 
Kevin Willsher (Indepen¬ 
dent) - were grilled on a 
wide range of topics such 
as education, immigra¬ 
tion, housing, climate 
change and the NHS. 

Some of the local issues 


raised varied from the 
new bus station being 
too small, which Mrs 
Hawkins and Mr 

Chaudhury strongly 
agreed with, to the 
expansion of Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital, 
which was backed by Mr 
McKeever and Mrs 

Gibbins. 

One local issue which 
was raised at the begin¬ 
ning of the night sparked 
the start of a re-occur¬ 
ring joust between Mr 
McKeever and Mr 

Mackintosh. 

This issue was 
Abington Street, and the 
question was whether 
protesters were right or 
wrong in objecting to the 
partial reopening of the 
road to traffic. 

Mr Mackintosh said 

the street ‘was in decline’ 
and that reopening it 
‘injected life back into 
Northampton’. 

However, Mr McKeever 
strongly disagreed and 
lambasted his opposi¬ 
tion leader for ‘not con¬ 
sulting with the public 


well enough’. 

Mr McKeever then 
received a round of 
applause when he 
quipped: “Whether its 
closing the Delapre 
Abbey tea room, whether 
its moving the bus sta¬ 
tion to a smaller size in 
an area where if anyone 
so much as drops a crisp 
packet there’s tailback in 
traffic... fundamentally I 
disagree with the deci¬ 
sions but I disagree even 
more with the decision¬ 
making process.” 

Another popular topic 
of the night was afforda¬ 
ble housing, which saw 
Mrs Hawkins call for all 
the empty homes in 
Northampton to be 
brought back into use. 

The last question of the 
two-hour debate was: 
“How can we trust you?” 

Mr Chaudhury said: “I 
don’t do politics for 
money, I came here 
because I want to be able 
to contribute to my com¬ 
munity. 

“I care about you, and I 
love you.” 


Council’s polling stations ‘failure’ 


Thousands of voters in a 
key marginal seat have 
been left at a disadvan¬ 
tage after the Electoral 
Commission (EC) found 
that Northampton 
Borough Council failed 
to comply with its legal 
obligation to carry out a 
full review of polling dis¬ 
tricts and polling sta¬ 
tions. 

Labour’s Parliamentary 
candidate for 

Northampton North, 
Sally Keeble, has criti¬ 
cised the council for the 
failure and has called on 
it to provide enough 


polling stations for peo¬ 
ple to vote in the election. 

The EC gave the ruling 
after Ms Keeble made a 
formal complaint, 
backed by more than 30 
people, under the 
Representation of the 
People Act, about the 
unequal distribution of 
polling stations across 
the constituency. 

In two wards there 
were over 3,150 people 
per polling station, while 
in nine other areas there 
were fewer than 1,000 
people per polling sta¬ 
tion. In another ward 


over 2,400 people faced a 
difficult walk to a polling 
station. 

Ms Keeble described 
the failure as ‘disgrace¬ 
ful’, adding: “Now peo¬ 
ple in Northampton 
North are left at a disad¬ 
vantage: the EC cannot 
even make a decision on 
their complaints.” 

The EC has told the 
council to complete a 
review as soon as possi¬ 
ble. A council spokes¬ 
man said: “The Council 
will of course comply 
with the guidance from 
the EC.”

Hike in bus fares 
rolls into action

Cash-strapped passengers will have to dig a 
little deeper to use Northamptonshire's buses 
after a 2.5 per cent hike in Stagecoach prices. 

As of Sunday, single and return fares up to 
£2.65 rose by 5p, single and return fares from 
£2.70 to £5.10 increased by lOp and single and 
return fares over £5.10 went up by up to 20p. 

The hike, Stagecoach says, is in response to 
‘increasing staff costs’ and due to the ‘real- 
terms cut’ to the reimbursement paid to bus 
operators under the government’s free con¬ 
cessionary bus travel scheme. 

Steve Burd, Managing Director of Stagecoach 
Midlands, said: “Many sectors of the economy 
are facing rising costs and buses are no differ¬ 
ent. Prices are also being affected by the con¬ 
tinued restrictions on public sector spending 
on buses. 

“We have done our best to hold down prices 
for our customers. Stagecoach still has the 
lowest bus fares of any major bus operator in 
Britain and catching the bus is still signifi¬ 


cantly cheaper than commuting by car. 

“We are continuing to use the money we get 
from fares to reinvest in greener buses, smart 
ticketing and other improvements to services, 
as well as our employees who deliver these 
vital bus service in our communities.” 

Stagecoach say that £80m of new investment 
will be ploughed into modernising its 
services. 

As well as the price hike, Sunday also saw 
Stagecoach withdraw its Route 4 service from 
Northampton town centre to St David’s due to 
a Tow passenger demand’. 

As a result of the cut, Stagecoach extended its 
route 16/17 service to run between Eastern 
Avenue and the town centre via Kingsthorpe 
Road. 

A spokesperson said this would help to 
‘ensure a service is maintained’ between 
between the two locations. 

Another service which saw a change 
on Sunday was route 7, which will no longer 
serve Northampton University Park Campus 
and will now end its journey at Moulton 
Park, Lower Farm Road. This is to increase 
reliability.

Get ready for the voting 
system to malfunction 

We shall shortly be called upon to 
cast our vote at the forthcoming gen¬ 
eral election on May 7 but, as we sign 
away our democratic rights with an 
“X”, the mark of illiteracy, we may 
wonder if there’s any point when our 
Victorian voting system habitually 
wastes two thirds of the votes cast 
and produces a distorted vote with 
the remainder. 

It is, for example, quite possible that 
the party with the most votes loses 
the election! 

This has happened before. In 1951, 


all, UKIP had nothing to show for 
nearly 1 million votes. 

This is likely to happen to the UKIP 
again this time; unless they can mus¬ 
ter well over 25% of the national poll, 
the vast majority of UKIP supporters 
are destined to waste their votes.

Forgotten History

Throughout its history 
Northamptonshire has 
always been rebellious, 
for example supporting 
Parliament during the 
civil wars, and political 
activist and atheist 
Charles Bradlaugh in 
the nineteenth century. 

In the late fourteenth 
century, the majority of 
the people of North¬ 
ampton were described 
as being infected by her¬ 
esy. The Lollards were a 
precursor to the later 
Protestant movement 
formed after 1382, and 
based on the teachings 
of John Wycliffe, a 
University of Oxford 
philosopher and theolo¬ 
gian who was against 
corruption in the 
church, and advocated 
the Bible in English. 

The term Lollard itself 
is said to have been 
coined by the Anglo- 
Irish cleric, Henry 
Crumpe, but most likely 
derives from the Dutch 
word for mumbler. 

Initially the Lollards 
were protected by John 
of Gaunt, third son of 
Edward III, who held 
large tracts of lands in 
Northants, particularly 
in the west of the coun¬ 
ty. It’s therefore unsur¬ 
prising that a group of 
six Lollard Knights 
active during the reign 
of Richard II (1377-99) 
included two from our 
county, Thomas Lati¬ 
mer, who held Bray- 
brooke, Castle Ashby, 


Rothwell and Chipping 
Warden; and John 
Trussel of Gayton, Flore 
and Scaldwell. The 
chronicler Walsingham 
also names John Pecche 
who had land in Fenny 
Compton as a Lollard. 

It came to the attention 
of the authorities that 
there was an active 
Lollard congregation 
existing in Northampton 
by the autumn of 1392. 
Then, early in 1393, a 
Northampton woolman 
named Richard 

Stormsworth made a 
series of complaints 
about the then mayor, 
John Fox. Fox was 
accused of being a 
Lollard and that a 
known Lollard preacher, 
Richard Bullok was in 
his service. 

Also staying in his 
house was Janyn Colyn, 
an apprentice mercer 
from London, who, it 
was said, had brought 
Lollardy to the town. 
Stormsworth also 
claimed that Lollardy 
was being preached in 
most of the town’s 
churches and supported 
by the town’s ruling 
class. After an investiga¬ 
tion Fox was stripped of 
his powers and thrown 
into the dungeons of 
Nottingham Castle. 

Although the Lollards 
had been supressed, 
they certainly had not 
been eradicated and 
within a few years began 
to rise again.

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A tribute to

A heroic airman who was the 
first ever to be awarded a 
Victoria Cross has been 
remembered in the 
Northamptonshire village of 
Spratton - where he once 
lived. 

William Rhodes-Moorhouse 
lived with his family at 
Spratton Grange for nearly 14 
years, and was well-known in 
the area for his fast motor¬ 
cars and his new flying 
machine. 

He joined the Royal Flying 
Corps and in March 1915 he 
was posted to France as a 
pilot. 

His main job was to make 
reconnaissance flights and 
report enemy troop move¬ 
ments back to the Allied 


headquarters. 

In April 1915, after only five 
weeks active service, he was 
fatally wounded over Belgium 
while he was destroying a 
railway line being used to 
bring up heavy enemy rein¬ 
forcements, including the 
dreaded chlorine gas. 

In great agony and with a 
badly damaged plane he 
managed to fly back 35 miles 
to his base in France to report 
the success of his mission. He 
died of his injuries the next 
day, aged just 27. 

Last Sunday, one hundred 
years after that fatal flight, an 
official memorial stone was 
placed in the Millennium 
Rose Garden on the Brixworth 
Road in memory of William.

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Cat killed by 
anti-freeze

A Northampton pet owner has 
been left devastated after her cat 
was poisoned with anti-freeze. 

Paige Eardley, 22, of Kingsley, 
left her family’s home last Friday 
night with her new-born baby son 
to stay round her partner’s house, 
but the next morning she received 
a worrying phone call from her 
brother to say her cat, Lena, was 
not well. 

A panic-stricken Paige then 
rushed home in tears with her 
son to find Lena ‘lifeless’ on the 
kitchen floor, very cold and bare¬ 
ly breathing. 

She decided to rush Lena to 
Vets4Pets in St James in a desper¬ 
ate attempt to save her life, but 
within hours, she was given the 
heartbreaking news that Lena 
didn’t make it. 

Lena had died from kidney fail¬ 
ure, and tests carried out at 
Vets4Pets later confirmed Paige’s 
fears - that the tabby cat had 
been poisoned by anti-freeze. 

Not only that, but Paige was 
then dealt with another devastat¬ 
ing blow when tests also showed 
Lena had actually been a few 
weeks pregnant when she died. 

“The day before Lena died she 


was her happy mischievous self. 
She was jumping about being 
happy and purring away,” Paige 
told the Northants Herald and 
Post. 

“Now she has died and I just 
can’t believe it. I am devastated 
and heartbroken - I loved her so 
much and to know she went 
through so much pain breaks my 
heart. 

“People may just think of her as 
just a cat, but she was family to 
me, she meant so much to me I 
cried all the way to the vets, at the 
vets and all the way home. My 
world is a little emptier without 
her here.” 

Paige, who works as a shift man¬ 
ager at McDonald’s, is now urging 
other pet owners of the dangers of 
animals consuming the engine 
and radiator liquid, which she 
thinks is being left out to deliber¬ 
ately harm pets. 

“I believe Lena was poisoned on 
purpose, as anti-freeze is not 
used at this time of year,” she 
said. “People need to be more 
aware of it before it gets worse.” 

If someone is found to have car¬ 
ried out this type of offence, then 
they can face prison, as it is a 
criminal offence. The maximum 
penalty for those found guilty is 
up to six months imprisonment 
and/or a fine of up to £20,000.

A professional garden 
designer from Boughton 
has given himself one of his 
greatest challenges in life. 

Robin Ideson who runs his 
business from his garden 
shed is creating a ‘people’s 
garden’ ready for the RHS 
Malvern Show next month. 

Working in collaboration 
with fellow designer Lisa 
Burchill, Robin has decided 
to create what he says is a 
‘real garden for real people’. 

He feels a lot of gardens at 
shows while superb are not 
real and cannot be created 
by enthusiastic gardeners so 
he wants to have a level 
playing field on which eve¬ 
ryone is equal. 

It took Robin and Lisa nine 
months to first come up

The Northamptonshire 
garden designer now has 
three weeks to turn a plot 
measuring 6 meters by nine 
metres into a garden which 
will impress the public and 
hopefully the RHS judges. 

Robin said: “This is a really 
good way of showing off our 
skills but also creating a real 



garden for real people. 

Hopefully they will see this 
garden and say I could cre¬ 
ate this. 

“People always have a dif¬ 
ficult spot in the garden 
which is too dark or to damp. 

“What we have done is 
incorporate these problems 
in our garden and make 
them a feature. We have a 
wall which does not get 
much sunlight and a large 
hedge. 

“When I was growing up in 
Bristol, it was at the time 
when all the Banksy graffiti 
appeared. 

“I remembered this and 
thought how could I get 


graffiti into the garden? 

“I know through a friend of 
a friend some graffiti artists 
who did Banksy style graffiti 
and got them to recreate 
their graffiti but by using 
moss. 

“We are using moss as it is 
a pliable material and will 
grow in wet areas. We hope 
the public will like the gar¬ 
den and want to recreate it.

Renault Twingo 

Take a look inside ... 


The Renault Twingo switches 
from a front-engined 
front-wheel drive hatch to a 
rear-engined rear-wheel drive 
city car. Developed in 
conjunction with Daimler, 
Renault’s baby looks set to give 
rivals such as the Peugeot 108 
and Volkswagen up! something 
to worry about. 

The big news with this Twingo 
is that compared to its pre¬ 
decessor, it’s completely back 
to front. Where that car was 
a front-engined front-wheel 
drive platform, much like almost 
every other city car on sale, 
this time round there’s been a 
radical change. The engine is 
now located at the back and 
drives the rear wheels. Yes, like 
a Smart car. 

If you didn’t know the engine 
was where you’d normally put 
your shopping, you’d probably 
never guess from the outside. 
The Twingo has a fairly conven¬ 
tional city car silhouette, with el¬ 
ements of Fiat 500 in its cheeky 
domed profile. The front end 
adopts the usual Renault family 
face with bulging headlamps and 
a detail strip that frames the 
huge centrally-mounted Renault 
diamond. Punched inboard of 
the headlight pods are LED day¬ 


time running lights. The design 
team, headed up by Laurens 
van den Acker, wanted to evoke 
the feel of the Renault 5 and the 
rake of the "Iwingo’s rear screen 
and the prominent shoulders are 
said to be inspired by the rear- 
engined Renault 5 Turbo. 

The Renault Twingo is a car 
that doesn’t feel particularly 
rear-engined to drive, which 
leaves you wondering what 
the point is. Then you begin to 
appreciate the benefits. The 
front wheels can pivot to 45 
degrees, giving the car astonish¬ 
ing manoeuvrability. Rotating the 
engine and putting it under the 
boot floor, gives a seriously low 
centre of gravity, helping both 
handling and packaging. 

Most citycars are at their best 
in entry-level trims, but the 
Twingo feels a more assured 
prospect with a bit more kit in it. 
In fact, the top of the range Dy- 
namique 90 ENERGY would be 
our pick, and at under £ 12,000, 
it looks very good value against 
a Volkswagen up! The Twingo 
was always a fun choice but 
one that struggled as a genuine 
all-rounder. Renault looks to 
have given this third-generation 
car the tools it needs to give the 
class leaders a real scare.

NON-LEAGUE FOOTBALL: AFG Rushden &

Scott Joseph sent the champions on their 
way after 39 minutes and Matt Gearing made 
it two seven minutes after the break. 

Gearing then tucked away a 70th minute 
penalty before Joseph also completed a brace 
eight minutes from time. 

Gokham Ulker replied in stoppage time for 
Sileby but there was to be no spoiling of the 
championship party for Diamonds, who have 
clinched glory with a couple of games to spare. 

Rushden will play at Southern League level 
next season but Sileby remain in trouble and 
just two points above the relegation zone. 

Meanwhile, Corby Town’s title hopes were hit 
in the Southern Premier League as rivals Poole 
Town won the first of their games in hand to 
cut the Steelmen’s lead on top to a solitary 
point. 

Poole saw off Banbury United 2-0 and still 
have an extra game in hand which could see 
them go top with only the champions going up 
to Conference North/South level automatically. 

In UCL Division One action, Raunds Town 
won 3-2 away at Burton Park Wanderers, 
Stewart & Lloyds lost 1-0 at home to 
Lutterworth Athletic and Wellingborough 
Whitworth and Irchester United drew 2-2. 

RUGBY UNION: Rushden & Higham were 
crowned as champions of Midlands Three East 
South as they won and title rivals Vipers lost on 
the final day. 

Glory was claimed by Rushden as they won 
17-12 at Northampton Casuals, a result which 
saw them leap-frog Vipers, who lost 17-14 at 
Daventry, and into first place. 

Vipers, who will have to make do with a play¬ 
off, lost both of their final two games to hand 
Rushden the title and promotion to Midlands 
Two East South level for next season. 

It turned out to be a double celebration as 
Casuals avoided relegation despite their 
defeat, as a result of Oundle’s 49-17 win over 
Queens which demoted the Bedford side. 

In Midlands Two East South, Wellingborough 
claimed a dramatic play-off spot on the final 
day as they won 17-14 at Biggleswade to climb 
above their hosts and into second.

Mallinder rues missed try 
chances after Chiefs loss

Jim Mallinder believes his 
Northampton Saints side were 
not clinical enough after they 
were beaten 21-10 by Exeter 
Chiefs on a difficult afternoon at 
Sandy Park on Sunday. 

Phil Dollman scored a fine early 
try for the hosts, before James 
Wilson hit back by finishing a 
flowing Saints move in the right 
corner to make it 8-5 at half-time. 

Henry Slade’s boot had a say on 
proceedings, but it was the Exeter 
pack that proved the deciding fac¬ 
tor, winning countless penalties 
at the scrum and breakdown and 
earning an important penalty try 
after the break. 

The visitors lost Calum Clark, 
Stephen Myler and Alex Waller to 
the bin as the pressure intensi¬ 
fied, and although Jamie Elliot 
crossed the whitewash with the 


game’s final play, the reigning 
Premiership champions never 
truly looked like coming back into 
the match in the second half. 

But despite Northampton’s ina¬ 
bility to deal with the intensity up 
front, director of rugby Mallinder 
insists the outcome may have 
been different had his team capi¬ 
talised on a number of try-scoring 
opportunities throughout the 
match. 

The reverse meant Exeter have 
achieved a Premiership double 
over a Saints side who have now 
lost twice in a row following their 
37-5 European mauling at 
Clermont Auvergne. 

“Last week against Clermont we 
got ripped apart by a really good 
attack, but at Exeter I thought we 
attacked very well,” said 
Mallinder. 

“We scored two good tries, but I 
think we potentially blew five or 
six great opportunities. 

“We were managing to get into 
their 22 and then maybe we 
attacked too much - looking for 


offloads and lacking in patience. 

“We got to their five-metre line 
and then just made silly mistakes 
that ultimately cost us. 

“It was a tough first half, playing 
into the breeze we worked very 
hard and we probably came away 
quite happy being just three 
points down at half-time, but 
going down to 13 men at the start 
of the second half meant we put 
ourselves under pressure. 

“We didn’t execute our exit strat¬ 
egy properly and then suddenly 
we were really up against it.” 

Meanwhile, Saints have 
announced that South African 
centre Pat Howard will be joining 
the club ahead of next season. 

The powerful 23-year-old will 
join from Western Province, 
where he helped win the 2014 
Currie Cup. A Junior World 
Championship winner with South 
Africa in 2012, Howard spent three 
months earlier this season with 
Munster, featuring in both the Pro 
12 and the European Rugby 
Champions Cup. 


He returned home to Cape Town 
to join the Stormers’ squad ahead 
of the Super Rugby campaign, but 
will be heading back to the north¬ 
ern hemisphere to feature for 
Northampton. 

“Pat is a young player who has 
shown plenty of promise in the 
Currie Cup, Pro 12 and Champions 
Cup,” said Mallinder. 

“We’ve been impressed by what 
we’ve seen, but believe that there 
is more to come from him and are 
looking forward to seeing Pat 
develop in our squad.” 

Howard added: “I really enjoyed 
my time in Europe earlier this 
year and was delighted when 
Northampton Saints showed 
interest in me. 

“It is a great opportunity for me 
to be joining a fantastic club and 
continue to develop as a player. 

“I cannot wait to pull on the 
Saints jersey. I have had a great 
time coming through the ranks at 
Western Province, but feel that 
now is the right time to experience 
something new overseas.”

Chris Wilder admits that he has dif¬ 
ficult decisions to make over the 
summer regarding what players are 
kept on at Sixfields - but has pre¬ 
dicted that the Cobblers will do bet¬ 
ter next season. 

With Northampton’s play-off 
dreams now over barring a miracle, 
Town manager Wilder is considering 
an overhaul with a number of play¬ 
ers soon to be out of contract. 

Some of these he will be keen to 
keep but others will be shown to the 
exits, with new signings also planned 
to address his side’s shortcomings. 

“It’s a top seven club, but the major¬ 
ity of the time it’s been a rebuilding 
job,” said Wilder. 

“We’ve offered contracts and are 
looking to offer contracts to some 
boys, but we have to make some 
tough decisions going the other way. 

“But I think we’ll assemble a group 
that will do better than last year. We 
have to progress. It’s an attractive 
club to come and join. 

“It has been a disappointing end, 
because we would have loved to give 
the fans something to cheer at the 
end of the season. But we have to 
make sure we finish on a high.” 

After a poor start to the season 
when the Cobblers flirted with a sec¬ 
ond successive relegation campaign, 
Wilder said just giving people 
thoughts of the play-offs should be 
seen as a positive after a late surge 
towards the top seven. 

“We’ve been playing cup-tie foot¬ 
ball for quite a while now, but we did 
well to get ourselves in the position 
even to be knocking on the doors for 
the play-offs,” he said. 

“We’ll analyse the season and we 
can talk all day long about how well 
we’ve done going forward, but the 
biggest thing was pre-Christmas. 

“When we didn’t play well we need¬ 
ed to grind out something from the 
game, and that’s been our Achilles 
heel this year.”

Tougher pre-season due 
after double late anguish

The Cobblers squad will be put 
through a tougher pre-season 
schedule by boss Chris Wilder 
after Northampton’s play-off 
dreams were all but killed off. 

Town were hit by two late blows 
in the space of four days as they 
lost 2-1 at Stevenage on Saturday 
and then drew 1-1 at Oxford 
United on Tuesday - results which 
have seen them slide out of pro¬ 
motion contention in League Two. 

At Stevenage, Simon Walton 
scored a 90th minute winner to 
condemn the Cobblers to defeat, 
while at Oxford - Wilder’s former 
club - Alex MacDonald found the 
target in stoppage time to earn his 


side a draw. It has left 
Northampton in 11th place - 
seven points adrift of a play-off 
spot with just three games 
remaining - and thoughts are 
inevitably already turning to next 
season. 

Wilder, who took over at Sixfields 
in January 2013 with the team 
deep in relegation trouble, can 
claim that this campaign has rep¬ 
resented some progress but he 
will be desperate to push on to 
better things in 2015/16. 

To do that he feels stronger prep¬ 
aration in the summer is in order, 
especially after injuries plagued 
his plans this time around. 

“We’ve certainly got to have a 
tougher pre-season - we’ve picked 
up far too many injuries, and 
whether the pre-season was 
robust enough is something that 


has been in my head for quite a 
long time,” said Wilder, speaking 
after the Oxford game. 

“We’ve been comfortable but 
mental tiredness or physical 
tiredness has played a part in a 
couple of games recently. 

“To concede in the 90th-odd 
minute is really disappointing. 

“We’ve gifted them [Oxford] an 
equaliser when we should be 
comfortably walking away with 
three points as we were the team 
in control. 

“The left-back has taken a 
chance with a header and he 
doesn’t need to do it, because the 
game was done.” 

Northampton have picked up 
form during 2015 but after their 
slow start to the season there was 
little margin for error when it 
came to reaching the play-offs 


and in the end they had too much 
work to do. 

A major injury loss was leading 
goalscorer Marc Richards who 
returned to action at Oxford from 
the bench after an Achilles injury 
had kept him out since the victory 
over Portsmouth on March 3. 

Had he been fit and able to add 
to the 17 goals he has scored this 
season, Wilder feels that his side 
could be closer to the promotion 
picture. 

“Marc Richards has just been an 
unbelievably massive miss,” he said. 

“He’s been our captain and lead¬ 
ing goalscorer so to get him out 
there is a great boost for us.” 

Northampton will now be look¬ 
ing to secure a top ten finish and 
welcome struggling Cheltenham 
Town to Sixfields on Saturday 
afternoon. 
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Skipper Wakely begins 
making up for lost time

Northamptonshire captain Alex 
Wakely said he feels like a ‘kid 
coming out of school’ as he looks 
to make the most of what he calls 
his second chance after missing 
the entire 2014 season with injury. 

Wakely snapped his Achilles on 
last year’s pre-season tour but 12 
months on is back fit and will lead 
Northants in all competitions this 
season. 

His first outing was in the County 
Championship Division Two 
opener at home to Gloucestershire 
- which began on Sunday and 
ended in a draw yesterday. 

The 26-year-old admitted he had 
endured some tough moments 
during his year on the sidelines, 
even doubting if he would ever 
play again, but he is now ready to 
restart his career. 

“I’m fit and strong and I want it 
more than I’ve ever wanted it 
before,” he said. 

“I feel like a little kid again com¬ 
ing out of school and starting my 
career. I’m looking at it as I’ve got a 
second chance and a second start 
of my career and I just want to get 
going again. 

“Last year was a real bad one for 
me, it was horrible. I’ve said it to 
people before that I went to some 


pretty dark places during that 
time, one point when I was not 
sure whether I was going to cross 
the line again was pretty bad. 

“I’ve had 18 months without put¬ 
ting these whites on, I’ve had a lot 
of time to think but ultimately I 
feel I’m in the best place I’ve been 
in for a long time. I feel physically 
stronger, mentally I feel better and 
I reckon I want to prove a few peo¬ 
ple wrong.” 

Wakely admitted that his 
Championship record makes for 
modest reading, with only two 
centuries in 80 first-class matches. 

He is aware that he needs to 
improve and go on to score big 
tons, with knocks of 31 and 43 in 
the Gloucestershire clash which 
began life in Division Two after 
relegation last season. 

“I haven’t achieved what I want¬ 
ed to in my career so far, especially 
in first class cricket,” he said. 

“I want to score big hundreds 
and ultimately that will help the 
team win. 

“I was pretty happy with the way 
my white ball stuff was going, it 
was getting better and better but 
my four day stuff felt like I wasn’t 
really going anywhere. 

“I’ve had time to assess that and 
have started working on my game 
plans and started talking to sports 
psychologists about some of the 
issues I’ve had. 

“I want to start scoring the big 


hundreds I know I can do and 
other people have been saying I 
should do.” 

A product of the Northants 
Academy, Wakely was appointed 
captain for the limited overs sides 
two years ago, leading the county 
to the T20 title in 2013. 

Now taking on the full captaincy 
for the first time, he is looking for¬ 
ward to the challenge of leading 
Northants’ young squad. 

“I love the challenge of it,” he 
said. “In the past when I’ve done it 
all the way through school it helps 
my cricket and gives me another 
focus. I find it quite nice to be able 
to balance the captaincy with my 
own game. 

“I’m looking forward to that 
challenge, we’ve got an exciting 
squad, lots of young players and I 
think there’s players, about half a 
dozen of them, that can realisti¬ 
cally go on and push for further 
honours. 

“There’s nothing better than a 
Friday night here, it’s all I’ve 
known and all I want to know. 

“I want to keep going with it, I 
just love playing cricket for 
Northampton and I want to go out 
with a smile and to try and enter¬ 
tain people.”
